New York, Feb. 21.—The popula­ 
tion of the continental United, States 
on January I, 1923, was approxim ate­ 
ly 110,100,000, according to a prelim­ 
inary estim ate by the National Bu­ 
reau of Economic Research, of this 
city and 
given out 
today. 
This 
shows an estim ated gain of 4,500,000 
since the date of the last government 
census. 
These 
figures 
are 
necessarily 
preliminary, says the bureau, for the 
final census figures on 
births and 
deaths are incomplete after the end of 
1920. 
However, enough data 
are 
available to show that since January 
I, 1921, the rate of increase in popu­ 
lation growth has been accelerated 
noticeably, the present rate approach­ 
ing that of pre-war years. 


This more rapid gain in population, 
according to the bureau, has 
been 
brought about partly by increase in 
net m igration, but has been decidedly 
reinforced by a reduction in the death 
rate. 
At the present rate of gTovrth, 
the population at the 1930 census will 
reach 120,000,000.

It is probable that the revisions to 
he made in all estim ates, except that 
for January I, 1923, will be relatively 
dight, but this figure may be* changed 
m aterially when fuller data on births, 
deaths and immigration are receiv­ 
ed. 
It is impossible to calculate with 
precision, the population of the coun­ 
try at any given date, the statem ent 
of the Bureau says, the reason being 
that in many of the states, births and 
deaths are not reported, and even in 
the registration 
area a very 
con­ 
siderable number of deaths and still 
more births appear to escape* being 
recorded. 
There are 
presumably, 
also, minor errors in the statistics of 
immigration. Because of the difficul­ 
ties involved, the census bureau has 
made its estim ates of the population 
for the intercensal 
years on 
the 
simple assumption th at the rate of 
growth is the same as in the preced­ 
ing decade. 
This census process, which is term ­ 
ed a straight line extrapolation, has 
mainly ita simplicity to commend it. 
for, w*hen applied, errors of consider­ 
able size gradually 
accumulate 
as 
changing conditions affect population 
grow'th. 
For example, the 
official 
method showed a population for Jan ­ 
uary I, 1920, nearly two 
millions 
greater than that given by the actual 
census count on that date. 
The method of procedure devised 
by the National Bureau of Economic 
Research to correct this difficulty is 
relatively simple. 
The number 
of 
births and deaths have been estimated 
for each half year and the increase of 
population duo to excess of 
births 
over deaths bas been calculated. This 
amount has been corrected by adding 
the excess of immigration over emi­ 
gration for each half 
year. 
The 
population for June 30, 1910 has been 
estimated from a smooth curve, and 
figures have been built up for each 
half year until the census of 1920. 
The estim ate thus arrived at for 
January I, 1920, is in error by ap ­ 
proximately half a million, or only 
about one-fourth of the corresponding 
error resulting from the official m eth­ 
od of estim ate. 
The labors of the 
bureau, in this regard, have 
been 
under the immediate direction of Dr. 
Wiilford I. King, form erly assistant 
professor of political economy of the 
University of Wisconsin, who 
has 
been engaged on this work since 1921. 
The figures presented in the fore­ 
going table are derived by following 
the procedure just described, the ad­ 
justm ent to correct inadequate 
re ­ 
porting of births and deaths 
being 
the same as those found necessary to 
offset this error in the last decade.
